Hollywood has long been criticized for “playing 
house” with history, from glorifying the essentially un- 
glamorous General Custer in Raoul Walsh’s “They 
Died With Their Boots On” (1941) to shifting the 


biographies that such criticism began and it has been 
in the same field that the flurries of derision prevail. 
But the strength of such films has rested not so much 
on historical validity or even the figure portrayed but 
on the stars. Don Ameche is still fondly remembered by 
moviegoers as the “real’’ inventor of the telephone, 
Paul Muni as the definitive Emile Zola and who else 
but dashing Errol Flynn could successfully further the 
frontier myth of General George Armstrong Custer? 
However good the film was and the star is, especially in 
terms of the Academy Awards, even the recent ‘‘Pat- 
ton” (ironically produced by the same man who sired 
“MacArthur’’) still failed to take time from battlefield 
frolics to deliver the penetrating insights into the flam- 
boyant military leader that he deserved. 


.With the recent release of “MacArthur,’’ however, 
the “formula” mold has been broken. There is perhaps 
no figure, other than perhaps Patton or Senator Joseph 
McCarthy, who has stirred the controversy of extremes 
as has General MacArthur. Some contemporary critics 
derided him as a brash egotistical opportunist while at 
the same time many others saw him as a man whose 
unwavering commitment to principle tore through the 


futile political maneuverings of a New Dealist America. 

Largely gone in ‘MacArthur’ is the Mount 
Rushmore-like homage and blind reverence paid to 
heroes in the American cinema, but at the same time 
without the negative aftertaste of our age’s pessimism. 
Director Joseph Sergeant rightly balanced the diverse 
and complex facets of the General’s own character, 
never making MacArthur a formula hero of the 30s nor 
the pompous blowhead often attributed to traditional 
American “institutions” by filmmakers of the 60s and 
70s. Rather, he is seen as the brilliant military architect 
“to return,’ through the varied frustrations of 
bureaucratic red tape and manpower shortages in 
Australia, to the historic battle at Leyte Gulf and his 
radio-borne declaration of accomplishment “I have 
returned.” :

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He was a man whose wartime stratagem never flinched 
at massive military invasions when necessary, but 
whose keen sensitivity to human dignity and pride ef- 
fected a successful postwar occupation and reconstruc- 
tion of Japan; a man whose greatness yet embraced 
peculiar idiosyncracies of photographic angles, a self- 
styled military dress and an elephantine corn cob pipe. 


character treatment), but rather to balance and.color 
the depth of his complex nature.

-Matthew Robbins script tackles the Korean incident, 


where MacArthur broached the presidential authority 
of Harry Truman in waging total war. It counterpoints 
MacArthur’s sincerely felt commitment to “no sub- 
stitute for victory” with Truman’ 
solution. But is is careful not to load the dice for one 
view or the other. 

In terms of filmmaking, in spite of the fact that it 
falls in the genre of the “war’’ film, ‘““MacArthur” is one 
of the most visually stunning and forceful films of the 
year. Mario Tosi’s classic moving camera and framing 
of shots is something this reviewer has not seen any 
equal to in years and lends to these long past events a 
sense of immediacy and importance. The richly 
sumptuous use of color calls to mind the somewhat gar- 
ishly overinked lithographs of the wartime 1940s, from 
the khaki green military uniforms of the battlefield to 
the rosy reds of the White House offices. 

Too, the color-idea association in scenes showing 
MacArthur bathing in the overwhelming red light of a 
ship while brooding over the outcome of his risky, but 
ultimately successful invasion of Inchon and the bleak 
overcast skies hovering over a man who is seeing hun- 
dreds of his men dead after a victorious but very costly 
battle are hard to forget. 

Peck’s interpretation of the famous general is impec- 
cable and is one which should certainly figure 
prominently into the Academy Awards fete next April. 
Ed Flanders as Harry Truman and Dan O’Herlihy’s 
FDR score highly in their interestingly filmed moments 
with MacArthur. Jerry Goldsmith’s methodical score 
uses the military drumbeat as a cerebral geiger coun- 
ter, beating as it were with the mental pangs of a man 
laden with responsibility and concern. 

While, by the general’s own decree, old soldiers never 
die, so do films resist the sting of death. But as film at 
least, “MacArthur” will likely never fade away.

As the moist tropical . 


sun beats down on the 
island below, housewives 
hurry home from the 
market laden with 
baskets of Chinese 
vegetables, fish and 
tropical fruits. Street ven- 
dors in banana hats pass 
by with their carts, adver- 
tising their goods in a 
mournful Taiwanese 
chant. In the early after- 
noon, school children, 
done with the day’s 
studies, play Chinese 
jump rope in the street. 


Dinner over, families 
relax in front of the televi- 
' gion, inside the privacy of 


white brick walls with 
brightly painted red iron 
gates surrounding their 
homes. Chinese tradition 
has it that the crimson 
paint on the gates is 
protection against a 
fierce, people-eating 
pata ‘who goes on an an- 
nual rampage. Those who 
are safely secluded behind 
the red gates when the 
dragon makes his periodic 
purge will be protected. 
And, watching the 
housewives ha gling in 
the markets, the school 


children at their games, 
the businessmen discuss-. 


ing the newest model of 
motorcycle over a 
cigarette in the evening, it 
almost seems that the red 
gates are enough to keep 
peace in Taiwan. 

The prosperity. and 
peace of the tiny Asian 
island are deceptive. For, 
underneath the surface of 
daily life in Taiwan runs a 
perpetual, ever-deepening 


fear of an enormous, 


political ‘‘dragon’’ 90 
miles away, across the 
Taiwan strait, a dragon 
upon which those magical 
scarlet gates have no ef-

Most significantly, it 
would mean that the one 
remaining major power to 
recognize T'aiwan — the 
United States — would be 
switching its official sup- 
port to Taiwan’s most for- 
midable enemy, the Peo- 
ples’ Republic of China. © 


No one knows’ exactly 
what the impact of such a 


move on the struggling 
nation would be, but the 
16,400,000 citizens of the 
small country are worried.

stick and several in- 
vestigators of the church 
told missionaries they 
‘were no longer interested 
in talking to Americans 
because of the American 
government’s attitude 
toward Taiwan. But the 
Chinese generally have- 
maintained their polite, 
admiring attitude toward 
Americans. 

Leaflets on normaliza- 
tion haye been printed in 
both Chinese and English 
and widely circulated. 


‘These publications range 


from radical, impassioned 


treatises on the evils of - 


communism and nor- 
malization to more reser- 
ved pleas with the 
American people to 
remember common. ties 
with Taiwan. One of the 
latter, a letter addressed 


to President Jimmy Car- 
ter, included comments 
such as the following: 


“We are living under 
the same democratic ban- 
ner as the American na- 
tion. We highly ap- 
preciate the idealistic 
striving to ‘Human 
Rights’ initiated at the 
beginning of your Ad- 
ministration...” 

“Two major contending 
life-styles appear to guide 
our contemporary 
societies. You, of all peo- 
ple, certainly are not 
ignorant of the 
abhorrence of living under 
Communist rule. Then, 
too, you take pride in be- 
ing a free citizen and 
would never choose to live 


under a leftist govern-_ 


ment yourself.” 


The letter reminds the 
resident of the United 
tates’ action in allowing 

150,000 refugees to im- 
migrate to America; it 
equates that policy with 
Taiwan’s acceptance of 
millions of Chinese 
refugees from the 
mainland; it concludes 
that Taiwan has become a 
“peaceful paradise,” a 
‘“‘bivouac for every 
freedom-loving Chinese.” 

“Like you,” the letter 

goes on, “we are in a posi- 
tion to sacrifice all else to 
maintain our basic princi- 
ples, even to stake our 
lives on it. Were you a 
freedom-loving Asian, you 
would also send a peti- 
tion, even as we do now, 
to one U.S. president who 
has promised to preserve 
moral principles in 
politics....Freedom, as our 
other human rights, is 
most precious, once you 
lose it.” 

And for the Taiwanese, 

unlike complacent 
America, losing their

The Married Students 
Organization (MSO), an 
off-campus special in- 
terest group, is actively 
gathering support for on 
campus_ interests. 

Don Wyre, chairman of 
the group says MSO finds 
its nucleus in on campus 
areas such as Wymount 
Terrace and Wyview 
Park. But he believes 
others will join this fall 
semester. 


MSO was instrumental 
last May in promoting a 
bill which was passed by 
student government of- 
ficials. Wyre said the bill 
authorized the lobbying 
function called The Office 
of Married Students 
Association (OMSA) 
which is administered by 
the office of ASBYU 
President Martin Reeder. 

Wyre emphasized that 
OMSA is. not an 
organizational extention 
of MSO.“But _ represen- 
tatives of OMSA are ‘in- 
vited to our meetings to 


report activities,” he said. 


The main concern of 
the two groups is to repre- 


‘sent the married student 


on campus. According to 
Wyre, MSO will work 
with existing policy to 
make life better for 
married students. 


Wyre believes student 


government caters to 


single themselves and 
naturally plans activities 
and policies drawing from 
their viewpoints. 

MSO is interested in 
raising the age limit for 
children admission to 
sport activities. Currently 
children over two must 
pay an admission fee to 
basketball and football 
games. MSO wants to 
change the age to six. 

Wyre also said that 
MSO is concerned about 
continual change of park- 
ing stickers for on campus 
housing. He believes that 
BYU security should 
provide a one year sticker 
instead of the present 
semester sticker which 
poses an inconvenience 
for families who live on 
campus year round but do 
not attend school in the

equipment, he was told 
they had Swiss, American 
and Huropean engineers 
working for them. 


“T asked how they were 
paid, since it is illegal for 
Americans to work for 
Red China. They said the 
money is. funneled 
through’ numbered ac- 
counts in Swiss Banks,” 
he recalled. 


Perhaps even more im- 
portant than China’s 
strength may be the psy- 
chological factors in- 
volved. In the event of an 
attack, the Taiwanese 
government would have 
the complete support of 
its citizens. The 
mainland’s government, 
torn and weakened by the 
upheavals 
following chairman Mao’s 
death, may not have the 


- political unity to move 


against Taiwan, while at 
the same time guarding 
the north against the Rus- 
sian threat. 

And, in spite of the Un- 
ited States’ move toward 


normalization, aggression 
against the island on the - 
part of the mainland 


would be likely to provoke 
America to intervene. In 


- light of current unfriendly 


relations with the 
U.S.S.R., China will be 


‘reluctant to risk the Un- 
_ited States” disfavor.

“You have to unders- 
tand something about 
Chinese culture,” ex- 
plains a young citizen of 
Taiwan. “We will let our- 


‘selves get pushed back

when we have nowhere 


‘else to go, we will turn and 


fight.” 

“When we were kicked 
out of the United Na- 
tions,’’ says a young 
Taiwanese woman, “we 
decided we wanted to be

worked to achieve that. 


That included the United. 


States. We can’t depend 
on anyone but ourselves.” 


Whether the tiny na- 
tion’s preparation will be 


sufficient to ride out the 


storm of normalization 
remains to be seen. The 
Taiwanese are deter- 
mined they will not follow 
the road.of other Asian 
countries. Whether that 
will to survive will be 
weakened or not is the 
central question. With it, 


|the Taiwainese may have 


the strength ‘to hang on. 
Without it, they. will 
become just another in 
the succession of Asian 
countries that have fallen,
